The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coast  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecambe  Bay.  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and.  Esthwaite,  as  well  -as  two-thirds  of  the 
shores  of  Lake  Windermere  are  wholly  contained  in  the  District, 

The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  with -the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature 
in  the  northern  and  central  pants  of  the  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1966  and  for  the  preceding  five  years  are 
given  on  page  two. 

Of  the  217  births  registered,  118  were  males  of  which  7  were  illegitimate 
and  99  were  females  of  which  5  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  7 9?o  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over 
and  the  main  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disease  100,  vascular  lesions  of  nervous 
system  4-2  and  malignant  growths,  37.  Of  the  100  deaths  from  heart  disease,  51 
were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  12.3  per  1,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  of  17.7  per  1,000  and  11,7  per  1,000  respectively. 
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Adjusted  live  birth  rate  1966  (comparability  factor  1. 17)  =  16.0  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  1966  (comparability  factor  0.33)  =  12.3  per  1,000

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

•WATER  SUPPLY 

The  provision  ana  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  of 
the  District  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  rrater  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  a  sma.ll  part  of  the  parish  of  Cartmel  Fell,  for  which  the  Lakes 
and  Lune  rater  Board  is  responsible. 


Supplies  were  generally  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but  the 
quality  varied  considerably  according  to  the  source  of  supply  and  the  time  of 
year.  The  Low  Furness  district ,  sup  lied  from  the  Pennington  treatment  works, 
and  the  Cartmel  Valley  district,  supplied  from  the  Newton  treatment  works  are 
consistently  good  bac t  erio logically ,  although  slight  discolouration  occurs  in 
the  latorr  occasionally.  The  Bore tree  Tam  supply,  also,  although  untreated

■Hy  3^od  quality.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  from 
numerous  small  sources,  many  of  which  are  untreated.  They  are  usually  of 
reasonably  good  quality  during  the  winter  months  but  during  the  summer  months 
the  1  evel  of  animal  pdLution  reaches  disquieting  proportions.  The  quality  of 

the  small  treated  supplies  has  generally  improved  as  shown  by  the  result  of 
sampling. 


I  nave  previously  drawn  attention  to  the  dangers  inherent  in  the  C )nist*n 
supply  and  to  the  need  for  effective  treatment.  In  March,  1966  modifications 
were  made  co  bhe  chlorinating  plant  v/hich  have  proved  most  successful.  Of  13 
samples  taken  during  the  12  months  following  themodifications,  by  your  officers 
•1  officers  of  the  ^ater  Board,  10  have  been  classed  as  satisfactory  and  even  in 
tiie  3  unsatisfactory  samples,  pollution  has  been  absolutely  minimal. 


29  samples  of  water  from  the  untreated  supplies  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  only  12  satisfactory  results, 

39  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  bact 'biologically  with  31 
satisfactory  results. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1,410  houses  using  private  supplies. 
39  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies  of  which  7  were  satisfactory.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1949  &  1951 


Two  orders  were  obtained  for  the  removal  of  persons  under  Section  47  ^f  the  Act  as 
amended  by  the  1951  Act. 


The  first  was  a  female  aged  76  who  was  removed  to  hospital.  The  order  lapsed  but 
the  patient  remained  in  hospital  voluntarily. 

The  second  was  a  male  aged  76  who  was  removed  to  Pert  111  accommodation.  Again 
the  ord>  r  lapsed  but  the  person  remained  voluntarily  in  Part  111.
